My  2  Cents' 


“We  're  all  in  this  together  " 

First,  let  me  introduce  myself.  My  name  is  Mitch  Ernst  and  I  am 
the  new  editor  of  the  Journal.  There  are  many  different  cate¬ 
gories  by  which  people  want  to  be  identified  in  this  hobby  of 
ours.  There  are  dealers,  collectors,  numismatists,  YN’s,  and 
any  other  number  of  labels  we  would  like  to  be  known  by.  The 
way  I  like  to  define  myself,  however,  is  “Hobbyist”.  Oh,  I  enjoy 
collecting,  studying  and  learning  about  the  history  and  varieties 
of  our  coinage.  To  be  honest  though,  I  love  this  hobby!  I  appre¬ 
ciate  what  it  has  meant  and  done  for  both  my  son  and  myself; 
the  friends  we’ve  made,  the  opportunities  we’ve  had,  and  the 
achievements  we’ve  gained.  This  is  a  GREAT  hobby!  Don’t 
confuse  my  enthusiasm  for  naivete  however. 

There  are  problems,  to  be  sure,  with  the  hobby  on  the  national, 
regional,  state  and  local  level.  Some  are  caused  by  the  times 
we  live  in,  other  problems  are  self-inflicted.  How  do  I  know? 
I’m  involved  in  each  in  varying  ways  and  I  see  how  the  emer¬ 
gence  of  the  internet  has  threatened  the  very  existence  of  coin 
shows  and  coin  clubs.  Online  auctions  have  literally  taken  the 
middleman  out  of  the  equation  for  many  collectors  as  they  can 
bid  and  buy  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week  on  anything  from 
what  is  often  euphemistically  called  modern  “crap"  on  one  end 
of  the  spectrum,  to  “ultra  classic  rarities”  on  the  other.  Online 
coin  forums  let  collectors  and  dealers  alike  converse  and  share 
on  current,  historical  and  future  trends  in  the  market  without 
having  to  rent  a  table  or  find  a  parking  spot.  For  collectors, 
both  venues  allow  access  to  people,  places  and  coins,  that,  be¬ 
fore  the  internet,  was  only  reserved  for  a  special  few  industry 
insiders.  To  top  it  off,  all  this  is  available  in  the  comfort  of  their 
homes  without  having  to  deal  with  the  “old  curmudgeons”  the 
hobby  is  so  famously  known  for.  So,  why  attend  a  show  or  join 
a  club? 
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That’s  where  we  come  in.  “We"  meaning  Nebraska’s  numisma¬ 
tists.  Like  the  picture  on  the  cover  of  this  issue  of  the  Journal, 
each  of  us,  are  like  a  piece  of  a  puzzle.  No  one  will  see  what 
the  whole  picture  is,  however,  unless  we  realize  “we’re  all  in 
this  together.”  People  don’t  know  what  we  have  to  offer,  or, 
for  that  matter,  what  they  are  missing  because  we  haven’t  told 
them.  Maybe  a  better  way  to  put  it  is,  ...we  haven’t  sold  them. 
What  kind  of  presence  are  we  projecting? 

Let  me  use  myself  and  my  son  as  an  example.  When  we  be¬ 
came  interested  in  coin  collecting  a  few  years  ago,  as  a  “father 
and  son  hobby”,  I  didn’t  even  know  there  was  a  coin  club  or 
coin  shows  in  the  city  we  live  in,  not  to  mention  a  state-wide  or¬ 
ganization.  If  that  happened  to  us,  it  makes  me  wonder  how 
many  other  fathers  and  sons,  families  and  collectors  in  general 
that  has  happened  to  as  well?  Do  numismatic  organizations 
have  the  luxury  of  being  so  cryptic  and  difficult  to  contact? 

Article  II  of  the  NNA  Constitution  states:  “The  objects  of  this 
organization  shall  be  to  advance  the  knowledge  of  numismatics 
along  educational,  historical,  and  scientific  lines  in  all  its  various 
branches;  to  assist  in  bringing  about  better  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  all  persons  interested  in  coinage,  circulation,  classifica¬ 
tion,  sales,  exhibition,  use  and  preservation  of  all  coins,  bills, 
and  medals;  to  acquire  and  disseminate  trustworthy  information 
bearing  upon  these  topics;  to  promote  greater  popular  interest 
in  the  science  of  numismatology,  and  for  the  particular  purpose 
of  bringing  numismatists  of  Nebraska  into  closer  relations  with 
one  another,  and  of  promoting  friendly  feelings  for  one  another 
through  social  intercourse,  the  interchange  of  ideas  and  discus¬ 
sions  of  mutual  interest. . . 

It’s  to  those  ends  that  I  will  endeavor  to  work  as  editor  of  the 
Journal  There  are  enough  reasons,  hard  feelings,  blame, 
drubbings,  failures,  personality  conflicts,  accusations,  insinua¬ 
tions,  to  go  around  as  to  why,  when  and  where  the  hobby  in 
general  and  the  NNA  in  particular  has  retrogressed.  But  we  re 
all  in  this  boat  together  and  believe  it  or  not,  we  all  need  each 
other.  We  may  joke,  criticize,  rain  on  other  people's  parades, 
but  really  in  the  end,  it’s  our  common  enjoyment  of  little  metal 
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disks  of  all  shapes,  sizes,  dates  and  compositions  that  draw 
and  keep  us  together.  Let’s  emphasize  what  we  have  in  com¬ 
mon! 

Personally,  I  wish  I  could  be  like  what  is  so  often  said  of  Will 
Rogers,  “I  never  met  a  man  I  didn’t  like.  ”,  because  to  be  honest, 
there  have  been  a  few  people  I’ve  met,  since  becoming  in¬ 
volved  in  this  hobby,  that  I  haven’t!  But,  that  doesn’t  mean  I 
can’t  learn  something  from  and  appreciate  something  about 
that  person.  Like  pieces  to  a  puzzle,  no  two  look  alike,  but  they 
all  fit  together. 

When  I  was  approached  about  taking  on  the  responsibility  of 
becoming  editor  of  the  Journal ,  I  was  asked  to  keep  the  arti¬ 
cles  related  to  Nebraska  Numismatics.  Frankly,  that  thought 
frightened  me.  Nebraska  Numismatics  is  an  awfully  shallow 
pond  to  keep  dropping  a  line  into  expecting  to  catch  a  keeper. 
However,  after  reading  the  “object"  of  the  NNA  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  I  had  an  idea  for  the  direction  that  I  could  go  and  fulfill  that 
promise,  at  least  until  that  pond  dries  up.  But,  I  need  your  help 
and  the  help  of  every  club  in  this  state. 

Beginning  next  issue,  I  want  to  do  a  series  on  the  active  coin 
clubs  currently  in  Nebraska:  when  they  were  organized,  fa¬ 
mous/accomplished  members,  club  and  individual  achieve¬ 
ments  (even  dubious  ones),  current  meeting  times,  locations 
along  with  contact,  dues  and  membership  information.  I  know 
much  of  the  historical  information  I  just  mentioned  has  already 
been  touched  on  in  Steve  Drakes  and  John  Veach’s  Coin 
Club  Issues  of  Nebraska”  ©  1994  After  reading  through  it, 
their  book  acquainted  me  with  all  of  the  interesting  history  Ne¬ 
braska’s  clubs  possess  as  well  as  the  numismatic  interest  and 
activity  Nebraska’s  Clubs  once  enjoyed.  I  feel  however,  after 
attending  shows,  being  active  in  clubs  and  numismatic  associa¬ 
tions  and  now  after  reading  Steve’s  and  John’s  book,  that  clubs 
today  could  use  some  much  needed  recognition  and  encour¬ 
agement.  Some  “props"  if  you  will. 

The  NNA  is  this  State’s  Club  and  it  needs  all  of  the  State’s 
Clubs  involved.  In  doing  so,  the  NNA  will  once  again  begin  to 
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fulfill  those  lofty  objectives  that  it  began  with,  “of  bringing  nu¬ 
mismatists  of  Nebraska  into  closer  relations  with  one  another, 
and  of  promoting  friendly  feelings  for  one  another  through  so¬ 
cial  intercourse,  the  interchange  of  ideas  and  discussions  of 
mutual  interest.”  But  how  can  we  do  that  if  we  don’t  know  any¬ 
thing  about  each  other? 

So,  I’m  going  to  ask  that  you  do  me,  as  a  greenhorn  to  this  job, 
a  favor.  Send  me  all  the  interesting  or  not  so  interesting  facts, 
tid-bits,  anecdotes,  and  most  importantly,  current  information 
about  your  local  club.  But,  please  let  me  know  what  your  club 
is  doing  now.  (Pictures  welcome  too!)  Good  news  or  bad  news 
Don’t  think  your  club  is  unimportant.  It  doesn’t  matter  if  you 
have  1  or  100  members.  Let  us  know  what  is  going  on  with 
your  club.  Don’t  assume  no  one  is  interested  or  that  you  don’t 
have  anything  interesting  to  share.  You  may  discover  that  just 
the  opposite  is  true.  There’s  a  whole  state  of  people  who  share 
your  passion,  interest  and  love  of  this  hobby.  Remember, 
‘We’re  all  in  this  together”.  I  see  on  the  inside  back  cover 
that  there  are  12  clubs  listed  with  meeting  times  and  locations. 
So,  this  is  your  chance  to  gloat,  boast  and  get  some  free  adver¬ 
tising  As  the  saying  goes,  “We  may  not  have  it  all  together, 
but,  together  we  have  it  all.  ”

To  me,  that  is  two  times  in  that  last  ten  years,  maybe  not  enough 
times  hosting  the  convention,  but  it  is  the  facts.

Dear  NNA  Journal: 

After  reading  Mr.  Lee’s  editorial,  “Drubbing  the  Clubs,"  I  am  compelled  to  respond 
to  comments  made  in  the  March  2008  Journal 

Allow  me  to  first  thank  Mr.  Lee  for  his  efforts  as  NNA  Journal  editor.  Larry  had 
produced  10  issues  of  the  Journal  His  most  noted  achievement  was  changing 
the  Journal  name  from  the  Coin  Husker  to  the  Nebraska  Numismatic  Asso¬ 
ciation  Journal.  The  name  change  is  a  very  professional  uplift  in  my  opinion. 

For  whatever  reason,  Mr.  Lee’s  negative  attitude  has  manifested  itself  via  the 
Journal  I  would  like  to  specifically  address  some  of  his  comments  made  in  the 
March  2008  Journal  concerning  his  personal  scorecard  for  Nebraska  Coin  Clubs 
and  their  lack  of  support.  My  response  centers  around  comments  made  about 
Omaha  Coin  Club. 

First,  Omaha  Coin  Club  has  hosted  an  NNA  show  three  times  in  the  past  10 
years:  1999,  2003,  and  2006.  Mr.  Lee  says  we  have  not  hosted  one  in  the  last 
10  years.  Perhaps  Mr.  Lee  should  have  used  all  of  his  “research  skills”  before 
printing  this  statement. 

Second,  Omaha  Coin  club  currently  has  two  members  serving  as  NNA  officers.  I 
guess  this  is  not  contributing  to  the  NNA  by  Mr.  Lee’s  standards. 

Third,  one  of  the  complaints  given  to  Mr.  Lee  from  “Omaha"  came  from  me.  I  had 
expressed  my  disapproval  with  his  negative  attitude  about  NNA’s  members  and 
problems  after  his  comments  made  in  the  October/November  2006  issue  of  the 
NNA  Journal  Copies  of  my  disapproval  were  forwarded  to  Matt  Hansen  and 
Ken  Graham  at  the  time. 

Last,  it  is  not  Mr.  Lee's  place  to  direct  the  new  Journal  editor  as  to  the  writing 
style  and  content  he  should  use.

I  am  submit¬ 
ting  two  articles  to  Mr.  Ernst  to  help  get  him  started,  one  does  not  relate  to  Ne¬ 
braska  Numismatics. 

Finally,  allow  me  to  welcome  the  new  Journal  editor,  Mitch  Ernst.  I  highly  rec¬ 
ommend  him  for  the  Journal  editor  position.  He  brings  to  the  table  a  high  level  of 
commitment  to  numismatics  and  a  positive  attitude  to  the  organization.  I  have 
seen  what  he  is  capable  of  doing  evidenced  by  Omaha  Coin  Club's  monthly 
newsletter.  It  is  top  notch!!  I  would  match  it  against  any  other  club  newsletter 
produced  in  the  hobby.  Please  extend  a  warm  welcome  to  Mitch!!

Nebraska  Numismatic  Association  Journal 
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Noted  Nebraska  collector,  Byron  Reed’s(?)  1838  Go- 
brecht  Copper  Dollar  Pattern  sells  for  $529,000 

In  the  April  2008  edition  of  Numismatist  magazine  there  was  an  article 
(page  27)  that  at  the  January  7th,  2008  Stack’s  Franklinton  Collection 
Sale,  the  late  Omaha  collector's  1  838  proof  copper  dollar  pattern  sold  for 
an  amazing  $529,000.  However,  there  was  not  a  1838  copper  Gobrecht 
pattern  dollar  listed  in  the  October  8,  1 996  catalogue  by  Spink  America 
and  Christie's  of  New  York  which  offered  items  from  the  Reed  collection. 
Byron  Reed  isn’t  even  mentioned  as  a  previous  owner 
of  the  coin  that  sold  at  the  January  '08  Franklinton 
sale  in  the  online  lot  description  from  Stack’s. 

It  is  amazing  how  stories  and  pedigree's  can  get  at¬ 
tached  to  coins.  Maybe  that  is  because  coins  can’t 
speak  for  themselves. 

Parts  of  Reed’s  collection  are  still  on  display  at  the 
Durham  Museum  in  Omaha.
